CONDITION OF RUSSIAN EXILES . 


As S e e n from a P orsonal Visit to 
the* M ines anti 
Prison.

No entertainer who ever appeared in 
Benton Harbor nkoro greatly delighted 
an audicnce than did George Ken nan, 
the tourist, w riter and lecturer, who 
exposed the horrors of llm Uussian 
criminal exile system at the Methodist 
church last night, his lecture being.the 
sccond number in the lienton Harbor 
lecture eottrse. 


The interest the public has taken .In 
the course of, popular and instructive 
entertainments provided this winter 
for the citizens of the two eities was 
brought to a pleasing knowledge of the 
people again last evening when the 
church wus thronged to the galleries. 
There were fewer people, perhaps, by 
a very small percentage, than attended 
the initial number of the eourse, but 
the church was more than comfortably 
well tilled. There were a few undesir­ 
able seats in the galleries and in the 
rear of the auditorium that were unoc­ 
cupied. 


George Kennan, the attraction last 
night, ts not an orator but he is gifted 
with a peculiarly pleasing power of 
narrating. 
Ho makes no attempt, at 
oratorical attainment, and yet he is 
strikingly eloquent. 
He delivers his 
lecture in a purely conversational tone. 
He is d e a r in enunciation and easily 
followed through the rehearsal of the 
pathetic condition of the unfortunate 
exiles of Uussia who do penal servitude 
in Eastern Siberia. 


At the peril of his life the lecturer 
visited the scene which witnesses the 
greatest torture of human beings pro 
vided in the world, 
lie made the ex­ 
pedition ut the expense of the publish­ 
ers of the Century magazine in which 
periodical he hud a series of graphic 
and interesting letters touching it|>on 
the lives of the convicts exiled from 
Kussia for no reasonable cause to serve 
life sentences at hard iaitorin t he mines 
of Siberia. 


The speaker reached the lirst thrill­ 
ing part of his story when he l»egan 
his description of the convict prisons. 
The one he visited was entered t hrough 
a long corridor, the atmosphere of 
which was recking with a foul and poi­ 
sonous va|N>r. The lirst cell shown tin 
visitors was 20 feet square and seven 
feet high and contained 21* prisoners. 
The atmosphere of tin* cell was worse, 
if possible, than that of the corridor. 
T here were no blankets, no pillows. 
Only a rough oaken liench ii|»on which 
the prisoners slept, the sole article of 
furniture in the eel I*. 
The walls as 
high as the hand could reach were cov­ 
ered with blood stains caused by tin; 
kilting of bod buys by the convicts. 
The six remaining cells of the prison 
were not unlike the lirst. 
Kach was 
alive, with vermin and tilled with tin 
most vitiating odors. 


The life convicts are kept in fetters 
for twelve years. 
A heavy chain is 
riveted to each unklcand, until recently 
when tlu* government provided protec­ 
tion against it, the heavy iron fetter 
would cut its way through the skin and 
llesh to the bone. 
The prisoners are 
allowed no lilK*rties whatever. 
They 
are denied all communication with 
friends and compelled to remain a sad, 
ho|K*less and grief stricken lot until 
death, insanity or suicide comes. 


The political eonvicts represent the 
most- highly educated, the most cul­ 
tured and cultivated of Kussia’sjn*ople. 
T heir condition is thus the more piti­ 
able, The olHcers who are in charge 
of the mines and prisoners are com* 
mantled to exercise t he greatest vigi- j 
lance to prevent foreigners in search 
of information from becoming enlight­ 
ened on the condition of this class of 
convicts. The lecturer had to use the 
greatest stealth and bring into use all 
the tact at his command in onler to get 
an insight into the treatm ent of the |hh 
litical eonvicts. 
Me accomplished hi# 
pur|w>se, however, and cultivated the 
acquaintance of a numlier of convicts 
who loaded him with letters to rela­ 
tives at home—lottery which he was 
afterwards obliged to destroy in order 
to guarantee his safe departure from 
the Sil>criau mines. .O f the ¿*>,000 to 
MMIOO political convicts most of them 
were university graduates aud school 
teachers and fieople who had been 
reared in luxury. The wives, sisters, 
I t ithers aud sweetheart* of convicts, 
who could not bear separation had fol­ 
lowed their loved ones to the Siberian 
pris jus to remain until death kindly 
brought a separation. 


The woman convicts were not locked 
in prisons, but their condition was little 
better than the men. They were scan­ 
tily clothed, half fed and poorly shel­ 
tered. The dress worn by the convicts 
was pro luced by the lecturer, together 
v. i li the chain with which they were 
feLtered. 
He delivered the latter half 
of his lecture in the convicts’ garb, 
making th‘i realization of the condition 
of the Bus Ian exiles more clear and 
forcible. 


The nest number of the course will 
lie the Lullaby concert February l»S.

After leaving the army 
Tonner settled on a farm in Clay coun­ 
ty, near Louisville, and on Christmas 
Day ,186(i, married I^auretta Ingraham, 
with whom ho lived hanpHy until Octo­ 
ber, 1877, w'hen his wife died. Two chil­ 
dren were born of thin marlage, both of 
whom are married. In 1870 Tanner was 
elected sheriff of Clay county, a Demo­ 
cratic county, on the Itepublican ticket;

Carions lavMialiona by FaoMNie Hirtortaal 
PenoMicM. 


One of. the earliest records in history 
of a prayer before battle is that of Chll- 
derio, kiUK of (4unl, n pagun, who before 
goiuK into battle at Znelpiuh, some 400 
yours after Christ, pruytsl to the (ü(xl of 
tho Christinns to help him to victory, 
liis foe wt»s Attiiu, king of tho Huns, 
■ nd Chihlerlc voweil if Utsl wonid itive 
him tho victory he would embruoo the 
Christiun fuith. 


Tlie pruyer of a HuiiRarinu ofllcer be­ 
fore one v)f the buttles fought for the in- 
deiwndeiice tif Hnngury in 1849 was as 
follows: " I will not ask the«». Lord, to 
help us, and I know thou wilt not help 
tho Austriuns, but if thou wilt sit ou 
yonder hill thou shult not be uslianied 
of thy children. ” This wiw the prayer 
of tho V!FightinK Bishop" Ijesliu iHifore 
one of the buttUw fought in Irelund:

entitled "Oplniona and Coujeeturea 
Coiicerning the Propertiea and EflTecta 
of the Electrical Matter Arising From 
Baperìment« and Ohservationa Made at 
Philadelphia, 1749,“ the following pas- 
«age oocum: 


“To determine tlie question whether 
Ibe ekiads that contain lightning are 
electrified or not, I would proiKMie an 
eiperiment to he tried, where it can he 
done convenientíy. On the top of some 
high tower or «tceple place a kind oi 
sentry box, big enough tueco tain a man 
and an electrical aland. From the mid­ 
dle of the afand let an iron rod. flRe.iuid 
pai«,'bending dut or th4Tdoor, and IImTiT 
nprifht 30 feet or 80 feet, pointed very 
•harp at the end. If the eleetrical stand 
ha kept clean and dry. a man «tandlng 
on il when anon donile are p«HMÌng 
low might be electriaed and afford 
iqiarlui, the rod drawing Hr* to biro 
horn a elond. 


If any danger to Ihe man should be 
api^bended, though 1 think tlM»e 
would be none, let him stand on the

Olio is NO much accustomed to aHSooi- 
«te pearls with the eastern and gold 
with the southwestern countries of the 
world that the discovery of pearls in 
Scotland and gold in Wales seems some­ 
what opposed to tho order of thiUKs. 
That gold exints in Wales is of enurne 
quite a recent discoveiy, and the small 
Rnd unprotltable quantities found havo 
now resulted in tlie nbimdoninent of the 
wining o|)erations oominenced by Rich­ 
ard Morgan. 


But the pearls fif Scotland have quite 
a diflferent history. Foreentnri«« peatls 
have lieen found in the river Vthan, in 
Alierdeenshire, and only last year an 
Aberdeen man made some notable haulH, 
which ho disiKwed of to jewelers of tho 
northern towns. 
It was recently stated 
in a London pai>er that a {»earl taken 
from the river Ytliaii is believed to 
form one of the queen’s emwn jewels. 
It is to be hoped that tho belief is well 
founded, for in that ease it may be 
reasonably claimed that the preeions 
Riouo in qnestion is tho only one con­ 
tributed by tho British islands, a 
thought calculated to gratify our na­ 
tional pride, for Scotland might be 
worse vepresente<l than by a pearl in 
the national regalia. 


A story is told of an Aberdeenshire 
farmer wiio found a very large and 
perfect }K>arl in tho tfhull of a mnssel 
taken from the Ythan. 
Ilapitening to 
visit Lvindon souio time afterward, he 
displayed his treasure to a west end 
jeweler, who, «trnek with the siseand 
beauty of the gem, asketl the price. The 
farmer demaudeil what possibly ho re- 
garde<l as a hig pricw^vi«. 4*100. Now, 
this was in the days when Scotland had 
her own coinage, aud a pound (Boots) 
was e«inivalent to Is. (Id., so that the 
£100 he asked would only have repre­ 
sented £8 Us. 8d. English money. 


His surprise and delight may he im­ 
agined, . therefore, when ■ lie received 
for his* i^earl 4*100. It is doubtful, 
however, whether the English jeweler 
would have siiareil thi’se feelings had he 
known the exact weaning of the “ hun- 
ner pun.” demanded by the owner of 
the pearl. However, he had no 0(%asiou 
to coinplain, lor he is said to havo sold 
Uie gem sul^qiiently at a large profit.

The interest the public, lias lo-koit -In 


the eour.sci of, popnhir titut Instructive 
entertainmcnt.s provided this winter 
for the oiU/.uus of the two cities was 
brought Ut a pleasing knowledge of the 
people, again last evening when the 
church was thronged to the galleries. 
There were fewer people, perhaps, by 
a very small percentage, than attended 
the initial number of the course, but 
ihe church was more than comfortably 
well filled. There were a few undesir- 
able seats in the galleries and in the 
rear of lite auditorium that were unuc- 
eupk'd. 


(Jeorge Kennan, the attraction last 


night, is not an orator but lie is gifted 
with a peculiarly ]»l easing power of 
narrating;, lie makes no nilimipt at 
oratorical attaimuuul, und. yet he is 
strikingly eloquent. 
He delivers his 


lecture in u purely conversational tone. 
tto is clear in enunciation anil easily 
followed through the rehearsal of the 
palhutie condition of the unfortunate 
exiles of Russia whoilu penal servitude 
in Eastern Siberia. 


At the peril of his life the lecturer 


visit-fit the scene which witnesses Ihe 
greatest torture of human beings pro- 
vided in the world. 
lie made the ex- 


pedition at the expense of the pnblisli- 
ers nf the Century infigu/Jnc In which 
periodical he had a series of graphic 
and interesting letters touching upon 
tin; lives of the convicts exiled from 
Uussia fur no reasonable cause In serve 
life sentenccH at hard labor in the mines 
of Siberia. 


The speaker reached the first thrill- 


ing part of, his story when he began 
his description of the convict prisons. 
Tho one be visited was entered through 
a long corridor, the atmosphere of 
which was recking with a Ton I and poi- 
sonous vapor. Tho first cell shown the 
visitors was ^1) feel square and seven 
feet high and contained iJi.l prisoners. 
The. atmosphi/re of the cell was worse, 
if possible;, than that of the corridor. 
'1'iiere were no blankets, no pillows, 
Only a rough oaken bench upon which 
the prisoners slept, the sole article of 
furniture in the cell*. 
The 
walls, as 


high as the band could reach were cov- 
ered with blood stains caused by the 
killing of bed bugs by the convicts. 
The si.x remaining cells of the prison 
were- not, unlike the lirst. 
h'ach was 


ulivc w i t h vermin and lilted with the 
most, vitiating odors. 


The. life convicts are kept in fetters 


for twelve years. 
A heavy chain is 


riveted to each ankloand. until recently 
whon the government provided protec- 
tion against, it, the heavy iron fetter 
would eat its way through the skin and 
Mesh to the bone. 
The prisoners are 


allowed no liberties whatever. 
Thev 


arc denied all communication 
with 


friends and compel led. to remain a sad, 
hopeless and grief stricken lot until 
death, insanity or suicide comes.

Curious Invocation* by F«moiii Ilistnrlcifel

of u prayer before battle is tlmt of Cliil- 
derio, king of Gaul, a pa^an, who before 
going into battle ut ZueJpich, some 400 
yflnra uftBr Clirist, pruyod to tlio God of 
blio Clu-ifitiims lo liolp liim to victory. 
Bis frowns Attiln, king of tho Huns, 
ond Ohilderic vowed if God would j^ivo 
him tbo victory lie would embrace the 
Christian faith. 


Tlie prayer of a Hungarian officer be- 


fore OHO of the battles fought for (liu in- 
dopondeuce of Hungary in 1S-19 was us 
follows: "I will nut ask theo, Lord, tu 
liulp us, and I know thou wilt not help 
the Austrian's, but if thou wilt sit on 
yonder hill thou slwlt uot bo ashnmod 
of thy children. " This was the pray or 
of tho "Fighting Bishop" Leslie before 
puo of the battles fought in Ireland : "O 
God, for our uiiworthinoss wo uro not Ht 
to claim thy help, but if we are b;ul 
our enemies are worse, mid if fcliou secst 
Wot moot tn Jiejp us wo pray thuo liulp 
tboui not, lint stand thou neuter nn ibis 
day aud leave it to the arm of thonVsh."

ATMOSPHERIC ELECTRICITY. 


The ExperimentSUKKestert by Franklin unit 


' 
Performed bj IVAlltinrd. 


To Benjamin Franklin belongs the 


merit of having perceived that ;t direct 
experiment was needed to prove what 
so far was only a guess. In an article 
entitled "Opinions aud Conjectures 
Concerning the Properties 'and Effeols 
of the Electrical Mutter Arising From 
Experiments and Observations Made at 
Philadelphia, 1749," the following pas- 
sage occurs: 


"To determine the question whether 


the clouds that contain lightning are 
electrified or not, I would propose tin 
experiment to bo tried, where it cnn bn 
done conveniently. Ou the top of somn 
high tower or etcople place n kind of 
sentry box, big enough to contain a nmn 
and an electrical stand. From tho mid- 
dle of the stand let aii iron rod rige,atid_ 
pass," bending "out tit" tlie"door, and iheu 
upright 20 feet or 80 feet, pointed very 
sharp nt the end.. If the electrical stand 
be kept eleau and dry, a man standing 
on it when such oluuds are p.issing 
low might be electrified aud afford 
sparks, the rod drawing fire to him 
from u cloud. 


"If any danger to the man should be 


apprehended, though I think 
there 


would be none, let him staudon the 
floor of his box, aud now and theii 
bring near to the rod the loop of ii wire 
.that has one end fastened to the lends, 
he holding it by a wax handle, so tho 
sparks, if tho rod ba electrified, will 
strike from the rod to the wire and not 
affect him." 


The experiment (suggested by Frank- 


lin wus fmcnessfully performed iu Marly, 
France, by D'Alibard, on May 10, 1752; 
in London by Canton, iu Spitnl Square, 
on July 20, 1752, nud by Wilson in 
Chelmsford, Essex, on Aiig. 13 of the 
same year. Franklin himself described 
having used a kite in Philadelphia in n 
letter dated O.t.. J!), without giving the 
date of his observations. But this must 
be supplied iu some passage which I 
have not been ablo to find, for Rosen- 
berger ("Geschichto der Phyaik," vol- 
uiuo 3, page SIC) mentioned thnt it wits 
done in June. 


Franklin's disbelief in the dangerous 


character of the experiment must have 
received a Eevoro shock when ho heard 
of the dentil of G. \V. Riuhmaun, who, 
iu tho year J75S, was killed by an elec- 
tric discharge drawn from tho clouds 
by means of n kite.—jSfature.
